It is a disputed «uestion,

by every American citizen, for on its solution 
may be depend the life or death of the Govern- 
Bee It has been thus discussed in your col- 
ums, but it may be well to have line upon line.

In ariswer to 
this it is said that in Article 6. of* the Consti- 
tution, it is provided that “ this* Constitution 
and the laws of the United States which shall be 
made, in pursuance thereof * - - shall be the su. | 
preme Law of the Land; “and the judges in | 
every State shall be bound thereby, anything in 
the Constitution or Laws of any State to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.” 

Mr. Mason (the rebel ambassador of the “Con- 
federate States”) said, in the Senate of the United 
States, there is no law for slavery. It is not a sub- 
ject of legislation, but of brute force. It exists, as a 
pro-slavery lawyer of this city once said, “by vir- 
tue of a sort of common law.” 

Now, Messrs. Editors, inasmuch as the slaves 
have been, and are, deprived of their “liberty” 
without any “due precess of law,” are they not 
entitled—every one of them—to their freedom, 
under the Constitution of the United States ? Can 
any expounder of the Constitution prove the con-

the late learned John C. Spencer, “indictment” by 
a grand jury, arraignment before a competent 
court, and tried by a petty jury.”

In view of this state of things, tens of thousands 
are signing petitions to Congress for an Act eman- 
cipating all persons of African decent held to in- 
voluntary service or labor in the United States ;
